|; Still another method of keeping 
salesmen “pepped up” and well in- 
formed along the lines of their 
business is the use of carefully pre- 
pared charts, to which the sales 
manager refers in the monthly 
meetings of the sales staff.

Whenever a new line is being 
considered to be added, an “ad- 
visory committee” consisting of 
the proprietor and department 
heads sits to discuss its merits, 
each from his own respective an- 
gle. For instance, Mr. Patterson 
considers the prospective line from 
the viewpoint of policy and the 
manufacturer’s standing; the sales 
manager from angle of whether 
the product is apt to prove a good 
selling proposition and give the 
dealer satisfactory service; the 
credit manager from the slant of 
credit, and the parts manager, 
perhaps, from the standpoints of 
utility and applicability.
